Planning FC no objection to replacement of garage roof at The Bungalow, Hempton 
(Clir O'Neill declared interest) and extension to Tithe Cottage, Clifton. 
Accounts Major item passed for payment was £1673.59 to CDC for loan repayment. 
Authority was not given to pay a bill for some £1400 from Hansford Durley, 
structural engineers for the Windmill Centre, because PC not satisfied with 
progress on resolving contentious issues. 

Windmill Development ‘Scouts and Guides leaders, the Cricket and Bowls Clubs, 

the Windmill Centre Committce, Rosemary Herring and others, continued to express 
concern about the building,use of land/management of funds from sale of the land.
